BOJ new chief justice 


advocates more power 


Exertion of power in the fieid 
of student self discipline may 
be the key to a “‘new’” Board 
of Justice. 

Larry MecVicar, « new Chief 
Justice, anncunced a tentative 
policy that he hoped would turn 
the BOJ into a major judicial 
branch instead of a minor organ 
of student government. 

Under the new proposal read 
at Thursday’s meeting, the BOJ 
would handle cases of campus 
violations in addition to its pre- 
sent task of voicing decisions 
concerning student government 
and organizations. 

To facilitate the increased 
duties of such aprocedure, Mc- 
Vicar recommended the BOJ be 
enlarged to seven members; an 
administration adviser and a 
faculty adviser would be added 
to the present five man Board, 

The present suggestion is 
based on the policy used at 
San José State College. De- 


cisions reached by the BOJ 
would only be recommendations 
to the administration, which 
would have the final say on any 
punishment inflicted for the vio- 
lation of campus rules. 

MeVicar made it clear that 
if this policy were enacted it 
would not take power from any 
other organization. It would just 
be the creation of a new power, 
somewhat more informed on the 
problems facing students who 
violate college rules. 

Donald Bailey, dean of stu- 
dents, commented that sticky 
situations may arise, as in the 
past, where such a student or- 
ganization may not want to in- 
tervene. 

Bailey also stated that past 
efforts have been taken by the 
College Council in trying to set 
up 2 College Conduct Commit- 
tee. These efforts, he stated,

California’s 1964-65 budget, 
now under consideration by

The money, included in a 
SSC’s $410,200 construction al- 
location, is earmarked only for 
a new football and track field 
with shower and locker room 
facilities.

ECONOMICS CAN BE CHUCKLES 


Many of you have been avoiding economics because it is 80 
widely known as “the dismal science.” Oh, good friends, stop 
cheating yourselves of many a lgugh and cheer, because eco 
nomics is a positive riot! True, it t% called the dismal science, 
but that is only because it was invented in 1681 by Walter C.
